Mr and Mrs Woodwortb went for a 


drive about 7 o'clock last night, leaving 
their children al borne and a servant girl 
at work about the bouse. At Ihc rear of 
the bouse Is a lent used for a sleeping 
room by Mr. Woodwortb and the cbll 
drcn. In this at aboul 7 30 Ibe persons 
about the bouse and nearby beard a 
shol accompanied by a.fall, arxd !mmc-i 
dlatcly followed by tbo screaming of a 
child. Entering the tenl they found 
Arthur lying on the floor-lo a pool of 
blood and a revolver by his side, while 
silting on Ibc bed was Mr. Woodworlh's 
little four year old daughter, who had 
been put lo sleep early in tbe evening 
and bad been suddenly awakened by tbe 
piatolShot 
Mr. and Mrs Woodworth 


were Immediately summoned and also 
competent physicians, but nothing could 
bo dove to aid the little sufferer, who 
.died at 9 30 
' Thc~ revolver wTlb which ibe wound 
was indicted w«s a 32 caliber and a very 
Insignificant looking weapon. At the 
first thought it would seem that ibe act 
must have been involuntary, but there 
are circumstances to make it appear 
otherwise 
Tbe boy has never been 


very strong and some two months ago 
bjs playmates frightened him with tbe 
threat of killing him 
lie got into an" 


extremely nervous 
condition, 
almost 


losing bis reason 
Since then he has 


not been well and b-\» been kept from 
set)rx> 1 and carefully watched. For a 
few days pan be bar been moody and 
depressed, and last nlghl could nol at- 
tend a children's party on account of 
sickness 
Tbe revolver was kept ty Mr. 


Woodworth secreted between two mat- 
tresses, and It was nol supposed lhal any 
other 
person knew Its whereabouts.

Tbe bullet entered tbe head very near 
the point Indicated to him, but what its 
course was could not be ascertained •» It 
remained lodged In the bead. 
• It will be rcmetno'cred that a year *ro 
Mayor-elect Thomas commuted suicide 
in t similar manner al bis home two 
doors removed from the Woodworth res- 
idence. The little fellow wif-iUlUr 
with tbe details of thai c«W *nd perhaps, 
even looked upon the scene, v« 'did al- 
most everyone In tbe neighborhood. It 
h»« been suggested that In bis sick and 
dcpicased condition ibe boy fcued^lbe 
revolver which immediately-Suggested 
Ibe committing of the act.

bis bead toward the door, and WM evi-
